Of this parish 
the Goulds have held the ecclesiastical living 
for many generations, and the father of tho 
family that is now living at Bovey Tracey was 
himself rector, until he died a few years ago. 
The Rey. Charles Gould had been confined 
four or five times in a lunatic asylum, and was 
suffering from a maniacal attack at the time 
of his death. : 
All the members of the family are somewhat 
eccentric. One son, James Nutcomb Gould, 
is well known throughout the English prov- 
inces as an actor. Another son died in 1888, 
* after dwindling from a condition of irresponsi-

He accordingly sold his kit and good will for 
two hundred pounds, which Lillian took and 
again returned to England, Jeaving her hus- 
band penniless and sick, and lying in an al- 
most dying condition im a pauper’s hospital in 
Ceylon. 
LILLIAN BACK IN ENGLAND. 

When Lilian reached England, she pro- 
eceded at once to a fashionable hydropathic es- 
tablishment in Yorkshire, called Ben Rhyd- 
ding, where she remained until she had spent 
the last penny of her money, and then again 
threw herself wpon her husband’s family for 
support. A little while later Charles returned 
in broken health and spirits. Money, how- 
éver, Was again raised, andthe couple were 
sent to Canada. They had no sooner landed 
than Lillian announced that she should re- 
fuse to stay there, and accord- 
ingly they came back on the next 
steamer. - On arrival at Liverpool, the woman 
deserted her husband, having first of all, as 
usual, obtained possession of all his available 
money. She went to London where her life 
for some months was of a highly exciting na- 
ture. He then decided to go to Florida alone, 
and enceavor to make a home to which-he 
could bring his wife. He was very. fond of 
her: ad on all cecasions excused her conduct, 
and bere all the blame. 

THE WOMAN'S RECKLESS TIFF. 

His poor old mother was heartbroken at her 
son's folly and the wickedness of his wife, but 
did all she could to smooth matters over, so 
that: When Charles started for Florida his 
family madé an alowance to his wife, which 
was paid to her monthly by a solicitor in Lon- 


don. liowever, Lillian was incorrigible. It 
is said that on several times 
when she went to the office 


for her money she was intoxicated, and over 
and over again she appeared before various 
London magistrates, charged with being drunk 
and disorderly in the streets. Once or twice 
the aliowanuce was stopped and, being without 
funds, she had to go to the poor house, where 
at least she could got no drink. _Butno sooner 
was she out, and the allowance renewed, than 
she returned to her eld habits. 
THE RETURN TO ENGLAND, 

At last the family provided her with a 
passage to America, gave her an outfit of 
clothes and sufficient money to enable her to 
find her husband. He was at that time in 
Tennessee. The family cabled him to expect 
his wife, and away she went. In November, 
1855, the death of the brother already referred 
to, made some difference in -Charles Gonuld’s 


financial prospects. He beca:mne en- 
titled to a reversion by in- 
Brest in this brother’s property. 


n November, 1889, he returned to England 
to realize this. Heremained in England until 
last March, when, once more, he went to 
America. On this last trip he seems to have 
been more successful. His letters home have 
been hopeful, and the very last news the fam- 
ily received contained the information that he 
had taken a littie farm at Murphy, N. C., had 
furnished a little honsejand proposed to invest 
his capitalin sheep, with the care of which he 
had already had some experiencein Australia, 

THE NEWS OF THE MURDER. 

The next information the family received 
was the cablegram irom a Mr. Harrison at 
Murphy, N.C., annonneing the facts of the 
murder, and the acquittal of the wife, who 
swore she had dene the deed im self-defense, 
and produced a colored servant to prove it. 

THE BROTHERS WILL COME. 

The surviving brothers, James and Edward 
Nutcomb Gould, have neither of them gone to 
America yet. Theyare now awaiting fuller 
intelligence, amd they declare that if Lillian 
has been acquitted they wiil not let the maiter 
drop until they have furnished the woman 
who, thepare sure, first ruined and at last 
murdered their brother.

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THE KILLING OF COOK, 


An Incendiary Character Put Out of the 
Way. 

Mertpinpn, Miss., Jaly 23.—[Special.]—The 
killing of F. M. LB. Cook, in Jasper county, has 
created more inierest than anything that has 
eccurred in this section in years. The killing, 
it is said, was not unexpected sinee Cook, for 
some time past, bas made himself offensive to 
the white people of the county, including even 
the members of his own family, and that of 


democrats. 

Cook himself was a democrat until 1881, 
when he came out as an independent candi- 
date for chancery clerk. Since then he has 
affiliated with the republican party. Through 
his extreme methods he lost the support of the 
best white republicans. of* the county. This 
left him with the support.only of the negroes, 
who are in the minority in that county. Since 
1881 he has been a constant candidate for 
office. Last year he announced himself a can- 
didate for congress, in opposition to Anderson, 
the present representative of the fifth district, 
He made no canvass. He filed a notice of 
contest, but not being backed by the repub- 
lican state executive committee, he did not 
prosecute the contest. After the sealing of 
several republican members from the south, 


prosecute his claim on the ground that it was 
easier to be counted in than it was to be 
elected : 

At the time of his death he was a candidate 
for the contsitutional convention, and had 
been making an active canvass among 
the negroes, speaking to them every day and 
night. iis speeches became so inflammatory 
in character, that the white people for some 
time have ,apprehended that treuble might 
follow. 

‘o0ok’s family stands weil as one of the best 
known in the county. His wife is postmistress 
at Heidleberg, where he was buried today 
quietly and without any demonstration. 


Reorganization of the Sugar Trust. 
New York, July 25—The trustees of the 
sugar trust today issued a circular to certifi- 
cate holders announcing that Theodore 
Havemeger, F. O. Mathiessen, d. homas, 
J.C. Searles, Jr., and J. A. Sturzberg, to- 
ether with such bankers as they may select, 
been appointed a committee to forma 
new organization for the purpose of protecting 
certificate holders, and had selected the Cen- 
tral Trust company as a depository for certifi- 
cates pending reorganization. No details of 
the plan under which itis proposed to reor- 

ganize the trust are given in the circular.

MENDING THEIR FENCES 


SOUTHERN CONGRESSMEN FIGHT- 
ING FOR THEIR SEATS. 


THE PROSPECTS OF THE DAY. 


The Lard Bill to Come Up 8ome Day Next 
Week—The Probabilities for Crisp for 
Speaker of the Next House. 


WASHINGTON, July 25.—[Special.]—Judge 
Crisp and Mr. Carlten are the only two Geor- 
gia members in Washington at present. 

All the others, except Mr. Candler, are at 
home dancing on the alliance gridiron. 

But itis not only in Georgia that the alli- 
ance is playing havoe with the present mem- 
bers of congress. They are being turned down 
right and left in all the southern states. Row- 
land, Skinner and McClammy_have already 
walked the plank in North Carolina. Mc- 
Clammy was afarmer and an alliance man, 
but he had been associating here with the sub- 
treasury opponents, and was consequently sent 
overboard. 

In South Carolinait looks like Hemphill 
and Tillman will be the only two members re- 
turned, and as Tillman, whois a _ brother of 
Ben, the candidate for governor, is against the 
subtreasury, the alliance is making war on 
kim. 

In Alabama, Florida, Mississippi, Tennessee 
and Texas the alliance is also getting in its 
work, and many of the old members from 
these states will be turned down. 

indeed, it now looks like the alliance will 
have somewhere between twenty-five and fifty 
members of the next congress. Some of these 
will come froin western states, but with this 
representation the order will hold for the bal- 
ance of power. However, itis not believed 
that any southern alliancemen will act with 
any other than the democratic party, except 
when alliance measures’ come up, and then 
they will hold together. 

THE SPEAKERSHIP. 

There is some gossip here to the effect that 
the alliance members of both parties will com- 
bine to elect an allianceman speaker, but the 
democrats take no stock in that, The southern 
men believe all southern alliancemen will 
stand together for Crisp or some other demo- 
cratic candidate for speaker. 

It is almost» cortain that Crisp will be the 
man in the event the democrats get the house. 
A party of members were talking today about 
the alliance splitting the democratic party in 
the south, when a Georgian spoke up and said: 

Oh, no, the alliance has not split the dem- 
ocratic party, and will not. It has simply 
swallowed it.” 

JUDGE STEWART IN WASHINGTON. 

Judge Stewart returned from Georgia this 
motning. 

The judge says he came back to take a hand 
in the fight against the compound lard bill. 

‘He is looking quite well. In speaking of his 
defeat he said it was impossible to contend 
with a secret organization. Hethinks Blount, 
Grimes, Lester, Barnes and Clements are 
going to have much trouble in their districts, 
and he fears the alliance will make some of 
them remain at home. 

In regard to Colonel Livingston, he thinks 
it highly probable, after his election to the 
house, he will be a candidate for the senate, 
and says it is not improbabie that the alliance 
chief will defeat Gordon. 

In the event, however, that Livingston is 
sent to the senate, and Peek is put forward for 
congress, he says Peek can easily be defeated 
by a democrat who is not an alliance man. 

THE BEHRING SEA CORRESPONDENCE. 

The publication of the Behring sea.corre- 
spondence has caused some bellicose talk, and 
more discussion of a general character at the 
capitol. Governor McCreary, of Kentucky, 
chairman of the house foreign affairs commit- 
tee in the last congress, and the senior demo- 
cratic member of that committee now. terms 
the correspondence, or rather its publication 
at this juncture, as one of Mr. Blaine’s period- 
ical sensations. The threat of Lord Salisbury 
is taken by Governor McCreary as an indication 
that political affairsin England are reaching 
a crisis. Gladstone and the liborals, he says, 
have been making great gains, and Lord Sal- 
isbury, fearing the overthrow of the tory 
government, has seized the opportunity to 
bring about a foreign complication. He hopes 
that the roaring of the British lion will 
arouse a patriotic feeling, which will avert 
the defeat of the ministry, and prevent a gen- 
eral election before the expiration of the reg- 
ular parliamentary term of seven years. 

SENATOR MORGAN TALKS. 

Senator Morgan. of Alabama, is reported as 
Saying that Secretary Blaine has three times, 
in the correspondence, attributed to Lord 
Salisbury, by immediate innuendo, dishonesty, 
an insult, he says, which no government ought 
to brook, and no governmentto defend. The 
senator, it is said, declares itis characteristic 
of ‘‘Jingo Jim,” that he ought to be forced to 
resign. On the other hand, there is a feeling 
that the present imbroglio will lead to an ar 
bitration, which will settle the controversy 
amicably, 

Judge Chipman, of Michigan, one of the 
ablest democrats on the foreign affairs com- 
mittee, said: ‘“*Phe state department, as I 
understand, has abandoned the closed sea 


theory, a contention, in my opinion, untenable 4 


from the first. We are now claim- 
ing a proprietary interest in the seal- 
ing grouuds, and the protection of the 
seals during the emigrating season, precisely 
as a herdsman would protect his stock when 
they have wandered from the ranch.

“Tt looks as though Secretary Blaine had 
taken the back track a little in regard to seiz- 
ures, but there never was any determined 
stand.

The ship captured by a revenue cutter was 
placed in eharge of a prize.crew of one man, 
which was an absurdity. The captured seal- 
ers should have been regularly taken pos- 
session of and carried befote a prize court for 
adjudication. . 

“The whole matter is very complicated, but 
I have no doubt it will be settled by arbitra- 
tion. The relations of the various E 
powers are too strained at present for England 
to take affront, where it can be avoided, to 
plunge inte war with the United States. The 
present contentions among tle great powers 
of the old world require constant aud delicate 
adjustment. The coming interview between 


the German kaiser and the Russian czar may 


lead to war. Any sudden tipping of the beam 
may throw all Europe into open ‘hostility and 
array the two great alliances against each 
other. 

“The Russians must necessarily fight in any 
arbitration over the Behring sea matter, and 
should war result that controversy would only 
be a factor in ajtangle which would embroil 
almost. the world. :

BRECKINRIDGE’S SEAT. 

The republican members of the committee 
on elections have decided to declare the seat 
of Congressman Breckinridge, of Arkansas, 
vacant, His was the seat contested by John 
M. Clayton, who was assassinated. Declaring 
Mr. Breckinridge not legally elected, and the 
seat vacant, will necessitate an election at 
once, and Mr. Breckinridge will undoubtedly 
be returned by a large majority over any re- 
publican that can be put up. 

THE FORCE BILL. 

The opponents of the force bill, while they 
have made a magnificent fight during the past. 
few days, were completely routed today, and 
the tide on the republican side of the senate is 
flowing towards the bill. Indeed, the demo- 
cratsi t® a man are disheartencd today. It 
looks to them like the bill will be passed at 
this session, and like all the doubtful repub- 
licans will be whipped into line 
for it. Senator Paddock, the most 
outspoken of all republicans against the bill, 
has already been practically whipped into 
line. Hehas promised to vote for the bill if 
it is made strictly a party measure, but says he 
is yet decidediy opposed to it. 

Mr. Blaine’s idea to drop the force bill, en- 
courage the alliance and pass a reapportion- 
ment hill does not mect with favor among the 


joaeegenesblican senators, who advocate the 
force “Dill. “Hoar and Spooner say there 
is nothing to prevent the passage of 
both the reapportionment and force bills. 
Mr. Blaine’s argument that by following the 
course he suggests, the republicans would be 
in a position to take advantage of the alliance 
movement in the south, and split that section 
for good and all, is regarded with suspicion by 
the republican chiefs. They think a bird in 
the hand is worth two in the bush, and fancy 
the foree bill will enable them to make decided 
gainsin the south. Mr. Blaine, however, is 
of the opinion that the force bill will have a 
powerful tendency to force the whites of the 
south together, and keep them united for 
another decade. The other plan, he thinks, 
would result in smashing the old democratic 
machines of the south and build up two par- 
ties, one of which would of necessity be com- 
pelled to affiiate with the republican party in 


national affairs; but- Mr. Blaine has 
little influence with his party in 
either house of congress. Ife has 


becn supplanted by the new man from Maine, 
who is on horseback leading the entire repub- 
lican party by a rope. Indeed, it seems today 
that Tom Reed has the entire republican side 
of the senate corralled, and they are ready to 
do his bidding, even in the face of petitions 
from business nien of the entire north. There 
are yet some dalkers, but Hoar, Chandler and 
Spooner aré confidently asserting today that 
the bill will pass, and every republican senator 
will be paired for it or recorded as voting aye. 
THE LARD BILL. 

The house committee on rales has agreed 
to set aside next Tuesday for the consideration 
of the Conger compound lard bill. The well 
paid lobby for the bill has been working vig- 
orously today, and'claim the bill will pass by a 
good majority.

AND STRIKE A TRADE WITH OUR 


NEIGHBORS, 


MR. BLAINE’S LETTER TO MR. FRYE, 


In Which He Shows the Advantages to Be 
Derived by a Treaty With South 
American Repnblics. 


WASHINGTON, July 25.—Senator Frye has 
today received the following letter from Secre- 
tary Biaine in further elucidation of the 
reciprocity question : 

BAR HARBOR, Me., July 22.—Dear Mr. Frye: I 
have your reply to my letter and am glad that the 
essential part of ithas been given to the press. 

You ask me what assurance Ihave as to Spain’s 
willingness to enter into reciprocal arrange- 
ments of trade with the United States. Your ques- 
tion surprises me, for you cannot have 
forgotten that only six years agothe prime min- 
ister of Spain in his anxiety to secure free admis- 
sion to our markets for the sugar of Cuba and 
Porto Rico, agreed toa very extensive treaty of 
pg og with John W. Foster, then our minis - 
ter at Madrid. 

The year before, in 1885, a very admirable treaty 
of reciprocity was negotiated by General Grant 
and William FI. Tascot as United States commis- 
sioner, with the republie of Mexico, a treaty well 
considered in all its parts and all its details,whose 
results would, I believe, have proved highly ad- 
vantageoue to both countries. 

And now the proposition is to open our ports 
free to everybody’s sugar, and to do it with 
such rapidity that we are not to have a moment’s 
time to see if we cannot make a better trade—a 
trade by which we may pay for at least a part of 
the sugar in the products of American farms and 
shops. 

Qur change of opinion has. certainly been re- 
markable in so. brief a period. Indeed, the only 
danger of our not securing advantageous treaties 
of reciprocity now is the pessible beliefon the 
part of these countries that we are 80 anxious for 
iree sugar that.by patient waiting they can se- 
cure all they désire without money and without 

rice. 

Fearing that result, I soughtan interview with 
eight republican members of the comuinittee on 
ways and means, more than five months ago—to 
be exact, on the 10th day of last pone: en- 
deavored to cunvince them thatit would be ex- 
pedient and wise to leave to the president, as the 
treaty, making power, an opportunity to see what 
advantageous arrangement or reciprocal trade 
could be effected. I was unable to: persuade the 
committee to take my view. I mention this cir- 
cumstance now because jt has been charged in 
many quarters that the suggestion for reciprocity 
came too late, In fact. my effort was made be- 
fore the tariff bill was reported .to the house or 
even frained:im committee. 

It is, 1 think, a very grave mistake to oppose 
this reciprocal proposition touching sugar from 
the fear that it may conflict,in some way, with the 
policy of protection. The danger is, [ think, 
wholy in the opposite direetion. Let us see what 
ia proposed. Our government has heretofore col- 
lected a heavy duty from sugar, amounting one 
yearyin the aguregate, te $58,000,000, and averag- 
ing $50,000,000 per annum for a considerable 
period. We wish nowto cheapen sugar by re- 
moving the duty. The value of the sugar we 
annually eormsuimne is enormous. Shall we pay 
for it all. in cash, or shall we seek: a 
reciprocal arrangement by whicha large part of 
it may be paid for in pork and beef and flour, tm 
lumber and sait and iron ; in shoes and calico and 
furniture, and atbousand other things? In short, 
shall we pay for it allin cash, or try a friendly 
barter in part? I think the latter modeis the 
highest form of proteetion, and the best way to 
promote trade. 

I address this note to you, as I did my first, be- 
cause you have taken an active and most intelli- 
rent interest in the increase of our trade with 
South Amesica. When shall we enlarge our com- 
mercia! intercourse with that great continent, if 
we do not now make a beginning? If we now give 
away the duty on sugar, as we already have given 
away duties on coffee and hides and rubber, and 
if we‘zet nothing in exchange which shall be 
protitable to a farm or factory m.the United States, 
whatehall be our justification for the vad el 

You have recently received the copgratuiations 
in which I cordially join—on carrying the ship- 
ping bill through the senate. Do you not think 
that aline of ships, gencrously aided by the gov- 
ernment, will have a better prospect for profit and 
for permanence if we can give to them outward 
cargoes from the United States, and net confine 
them to inward cargoes from Latin-America? [|

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JUDGE PARDEE,: OF THE FIFTH, 


Who Will Control Elections from Georgia 
to Texas. 

New Orzeans, La., July 25.—[Special.]— 
Hon. Don A. Pardee, United States circuit 
judge of this, the fifth district, while always a 
stalwart republican, has proved himself a far 
less bitter and extreme partisan than any 
other of the federal judges in the south and 
has been held in good esteem by the commu- 
nity democrats as well as republicans. 

He has not mixed much with the republican 
politicians of the state, and does not owe his 
appointment to them. 

HE IS FROM OHIO. 

Judge Parded is an Ohioan, son of one of the 
organizers of the Liberty, the original republi- 
can party, and is fifty-three years of 
age. He entered the union army during the 
war, serving firstin the Seventy-second Ohio 
Volunteers, and afterwards as major in the 
Forty-second (Garfield’s own regiment). De- 


tween him and Garfield the 
closest personal friendship existed, 
and when the latter became president 


he was able to reward his friend with the high 
position he fills today. 

- Pardee served throughout the war, being in 
Louisiana when it ended, and then brigadier 
general. After the war he settled in New 
Orleans, and began practicing laf. He was 
appointed register in bankruptcy by Chief 
Justice Chase in 1867, but resigned the posi- 
tion to accept the office of judge of the second 
Louisiana district, to which he was elected in 
1868, at the first election held under the recon- 
struction act. He was re-elected in 1872, and 
again in 1876. 

HELPED BY GRANT. 

In 1875 he was appointed United States dise 
trict judge for Louisiana by President Grant, 
but his confirmation was defeated by Senator 
West, of Louisiana, a republican in 
the senate. Judge Pardee being 
objectionable to the republican 
politicians. In 1879 he was elected tothe state 
constitutional convention, defeated United 
States Senator Eustis in a democratic district. 
He proved himself a conservative member of 
that body, and a number of propositions made 


by him.were.incorporated in the constitution... 


In 1881f he was appointed circuit judge of the 
fifth district by his old friend and colonel, 
President Garfield: The appointment was un- 
derstood to be a personal one, as Garfield and 
be came.from the same state, served in the 
same regiment and belonged to the same 
church. The republican politicians opposed 
it, but the nomination was.confirmed. 

SOMEWHAT FREE FROM PARTISANSHIP. 

Judge Pardee has shown little partisanship 
on the bench, and has taken little if any inter- 
est'm republican state politics; although a nae 
tiopal republican. He is a member of the 
leading sceial clubs here and is well esteemed 
by democrats. 

He has been liberal to his friends in giving 
them fat receiverships, a large number of 
which he has controlled, but no charges have 
been brought against him. He is one of the 
least objectionable of the local republicans, 
and although he acted with the carpetbaggers 
during the reconstraction period, and jed the 
republican force, aud was elected judge in an 

vorwholmingly negro distgiet, he managed to 
éScape the scan@a!s and bad reputation of the 
othex leaders of hia payty«)

TO PLEDGE THEIR MANHOOD UNTIL 
| DEATH. Ewe 


The Speakers Review the Current Questions 
of the Day—Kind Words from Them 
for The Constitution. 


JEFFERSON, Ga., July 25.—[(Special.]—Yes- 
terday was a big day for the people of Jackson 
county. The survivors of the gallant 
Eighteenth Georgia regiment held their ninth 
reunion here. Anda big crowd there was to 
meet the surviving members and extend to 
them a hearty welcome. The farmers in the 
vicinity of Jefferson all seemed cheerful by 
the falling of last night’s and today’s rains, 


and seemed more patriotic than they would 


otherwise have been and brought their 
baskets laden with plenty of something to 
eat. The old soldiers of the Eighteenth and 
Sixteenth Georgia regiments marched by twos 
to the Institute chapel where was carried out 
the following programme: 

Song—Dixie. This was beautifully syng by 
the Jefferson choir, and brought tears to many 
of the dear old veterans’ eyes. One old 
fellow cried out: “You can’t beat it.” 

COLONEL MAHAFFEY’S SPEECH. 

Then came prayer by the chaplain. Hon. 
H. W. Bell, the president of the association, 
after speaking of some of the faces accustomed 
to be seen at these reunions who had gone to 
their predecessors of the ‘‘Sixtys,”’ introduced 
Colonel J. A. B. Mahaffey, who delivered the 
address of welcome.

Powell Notifying the Ordinaries of 
the Various Counties, 

Asytvm, Ga., July 25.—[Special.])—Dr. T. 
O. Powell, the superintendent of the asylum, 
has mailed acircular letter to the ordinaries 
of the counties of the state tothe effect that 
the buildings are so crowded with patients 
that more cannot be accommodated until more 
room is provided. There are now 1,590 in- 
mates,and information has been received from 
several counties over the state that there are 
many in the jails or under custody waiting for 
room to be made forthem. It will require a 
great deal more of room for the institution if 
the present rate of insanity is kept up. 

A test has been made of the unfinished arte- 
sian well bored last year by the institution 
and it has proven entirely satisfactory, so far. 
The supply of water seems almost exhaust- 
less, while it contains first-class mineral prop- 
erties. In a test of twenty-four hours, some- 
thing over a hundred gallons a minute was 
pumped into the reservoirs and _ cisterns 
around the buildings. With a little more aid 
from the legislature, the well can bemade an 
indispensable boon to the institution.

AND TWO MEN GAV®& UP THEIR 
LIVES. 


A Bloody Tragedy Breaks Up an Inter- 
County’ Alliance Festival at Oliver— 
The Cause of the Tragedy. 


Guyton, Ga., July 25.--[Special ]—A 
bloody shooting affray occurred this afternoon 
at Oliver, No. 44, Central railroad, which re- 
sulted in the death of John Harris, deputy 
United States marshal, and John Cleary, a 
farmer, both citizens of Screven county. 

The Oliver alliance gave a picnic there to- 
day. It was attended by an immense crowd 
from Screven, Bulloch and Effingham. 

Colonel Morgan Rawles and Rey.J.M.Cross, 
of Guyton, had spoken in the forenoon, and 
after a snmptuous dinner Doctor J. B. Hunni- 
cutt, of Coweta, candidate for commissioner of 
agriculture, and Captain 8S. D. Bradwell, of 
Liberty, spoke in-the afternoon. 

THE TWO MEN MET. 

It was while Captain Bradwell was speaking 
that John Harris and John Cleary met and 
was endeavoring to adjust some differences 
which existed between them, growing out of 
Harris’ application to the alliance for member- 
ship, and his subsequent rejection. It appears 
that about the time Harris was 
blackballed by the alliance, and his appli- 
cation rejected, it came to his ears that young 
Cleary had circulated some report detrimental 
to him. -He very natnura!ly accused Cleary of 
causing his rejection. Hot words ensued. 

Both parties drew their pistols, and began 
firing, which was kept up until each chamber 
was emptied. Young Cleary was mortally 
wounded, having been shot in the left breast. 

At this, George Cleary, father of John, took 
a hand in it, and opened fireon Harris. He 
fired four times, two of :the balls taking effect, 
one in the right breast and the other in the 
abdomen, causing death in twenty minutes. 

THE FATHER ARRESTED. 

Rumor has a Mr. Ferguson connected with 
the affair, but this could-not be verified. 
Sheriffs Mims, of Screven county, and Tarver, 
of Effingham, being on the ground, arrested 
the elder Cleary, and had him confined. 
Young Cleary was attended by Drs, A. B. and 
S. J. Lanier, but they considered his case 
hopeless, and didn’t think he could possibly 
live more than a couple of hours. 

The shooting produced the wildest excitement 
and itis a wonder that some one of the large 
crowd was not killed, as the balls flew around 
promiscuously. The affair is deeply deplored 
by the good people of Oliuer,which has always 
enjoyed the reputation as a quiet and peaceful 
little village. 

NO INQUEST HELD. 

When your correspondent left the scene of 
the tragedy, no inquest had been held. Had 
this unfortunate affair happened in the earlier 
part of the day, it would have broken up the 
festivities of the occasion. John Harris, one 
of the victims, was one of the most efficient 
officers in the service.

More Returning Boards, 

We alluded, yesterday, for the benefit of 
the Cincinnati Commercial Gazette, to the 
fact that no republican inside of the ranks 
of the partisan sectionalists believes that 
Mr. Hayes was elected president of the 
United States in 1876.

THE COMMITTEES NEARLY THROUGH 


Captain John Miller Appointed 
Marshal of the Procession. 


MEETING OF THE COMMITTEES 


"Phere was another good day’s work in spite 
of the rain, and. the enlistment of floats last 
night was 156. “The committees had to snatch 
opportunities between the downpours, which 
were so heavy most of the day as to drench 
any one who ventured out, even with an um- 
brella. 

There are anumber of floats in sight and 
the number wi!! soon swell to 200, the estiinate 
which was made several days ago. The en- 
listment committees have had bad weather for 
‘ their work, and several of their members have 
suffered from the exposure, but they knew no 
such word as fail, and their work is very near 
completed. ; 

They have all worked) faithfully, and have 
all done well in their territory. The two 
north side committees have reported sixty- 
seven floats, and the two committees on the 
south side have sent in eighty-nine. Of the 
four subeommittees, Messrs. Gress, Johnston 
and Thorn take the lead with fifgy-two floats. 

The full list of floats revised to date will be 
printed tomorrow. 

The Appointment of a Marshal. 

Animpertant step yesterday was the appoint- 
ment of a marshal. General Chairman Fear, 
to whom the appointment of a marshal had 
been imposed, after giving the matter careful 
consideration,decided to appomt Captain John 
Millér, of the Governor’s Horse Guards. The 
appointment gives general satisfaction and isa 
guarantee of good management on the day of 
the precession. 

The floats which have already been reported 
will cover something overa mile and a half, 
allowing fifty feet to the float, horses 
and intervening space. But the Hosch 
Lumber company’s ‘display will probably take 
up over 100 feet, and others will be of great 
length, so that the procossion enlisted will 
cover about a mile and three-quarters. To 
handle this long procession Mr. Fear has de- 
vised a system of numbers by which each 
float’s place will be designated on a certain 
block, so it can report to the division com- 
mander at that particular place and not inter- 
fere with the movement of any other float. 
The marshal will make a very careful selec- 
tion of aides, so as to put the procession in 
charge of men who will be able to move it off 
promptly and in good order. 

Marshal Miller takes hold of the parade 
with enthusiasm and will have able as- 
sistance. 

The general committee and the executive 
commitéee meet at the Mimball house at 10 
o’clock this morning and the meeting will be 
a@ rousing one.

“Som eae serutl slightly by lightning about 
a year ago, but up to the time of his death, 
never exhibited any symptons of injury. He 
worked all the time, and was apparently 
sound and. healthy. 

Thus, in the light. of the verdict the coro- 
ner’s jury makes out a. very unusnal case to 
say the least. The cause assigned 
for the man’s death was _ based 
upon the opinion of County 
Physician Griffin, who appeared before the 
coroner’s jury. An autopsy was suggested by 
the coroner for substantiation, but the jury 
took it as being a probable cause and so ren- 
dered its decision. 

Among physicians the verdict created quite 
a little comment. All who expressed them- 
selves were decidedly of the opinionthat Lowe 
could not have come to his death from the 
shock he received a year ago. 

Several physicians were questioned upon 
the subject by a reporter. 

“Tt would be simply impossibly for the man 
to have come to his death as the. coroner’s 
jury found,” said Dr. Hunter P. Cooper. “A 
man might receive a lightning shock and 
linger for a year, but he would certainly show 
ifarked signs of affection in the interim.” 

“Tt would be possible,” said Dr. E, C. Roy, 
‘‘for a persongto die from the effect of a dis- 
order or disease of the nervous system pro- 
duced by lightning shock, but not’ from the 
direct effect of the shock itself. ‘You see, the 
shock, if it did not kill outright,or leave him un- 
harmed, might produce a disease of the nerves, 
which, gradually becoming more severe, 
would altimately cause the sufferer to die. 
I don’t understand how some could have 
died from lightning shock, as was found by 
the coroner’s jury, if itis true that he never 
exhibited any evidence of disease resulting 
from that shock. Disease suflicent to cause 
death could be the effect of a shock of elec- 
tricity, but the sheck could not produce death 
at a subsequent time without the disease 
manifesting itself.’ 

Dr. Harry H. Huzza explained the case by 
illustrating the known effects of electricity. 

“Electricity affects the human system,”’ said 
he, ‘‘in three different ways. It either kills 
instantly and painlessly, severely maims, or 
leaves the person shocked unharmed. When 
itinjares without knlling’ instantly, at could 
produce a nervous affection that would ‘result 
in death.’”’ dg 
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A SEWER DAMAGED, 

The Heavy Rain Causes : Water Main to 
Burst, Whieh Washés a Hole in a Séwer. 
The hard rains of the past two days have

look for some stock, and as I Was crossing @ 
miountain not far from my home, I felt'a 
‘strange sensation all through my body, some- 
thing like an electric current. AsI proceeded 
it grew stronger until at last I stood roeted to 
the ground. Ittook all. my strength to tear 
myself away from the spot, and when I did, 
Liost no time in getting back home, and for 
months afterward I coutd not be prevailod on 
to go near that mountain. 

: oT wo years later.a rich vain of copper was 
discovered on the mountain where I had had 
my first experience with the mysterious power. 
’ #The superious people of the neighborhood 
loved to relate my adventure, they believing 
that the fairies had -guarded this treasure for 
conturies, and had tried to abduct me; they 
also predicted terrible calamities to befall 
those who bad broken into the fairy treasury. 
But the miners kept on, and all of them are 
rich men now. ' 

“This power, forI know no name, seemed 
to develop in me with years, until I became so 
accustomed to it that I paid but little attention 
to its ananifestations, and it..was not. until 
abont three years ago that I became aware of 
the fact that I was,.so to speak, a living min- 
eralirod. Since that time, however, I have 
experimented with, and made. a study of, this 
gift of nature, and I am convinced of its vir- 
tue in locating minerals or- water. Singularly 
enough, in locating minerals [am as helpless 
without the twig of hazel or peach as a sur- 
veyor without his transit.

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The Acme of Cheap Postage. 
From the New York Ledger. 

A movement is now well under way in Eng- 
land which contemplates the most remarkabie 
postal reform that lias been mooted sinee Sir 
Rowland Hill, half a century ago, proposed 
that his countrymen’s létters should be for- 
warded to any point within the limits of the 
British Islands on payment of a penny, or 2c 
in American money. 

The present demand is that for the same fee 


of a penny letter shall be sent to British colo- 
nies all over the world. As things are now, it 


- costs an Englishman 5c to send a letter to Can- 


ada, 8c to Australia by the Cape of Good Hope 
route, and 10c to India by the same rounda- 
bout course. To send letters by the short 
route, via Calais and Brindis, eosts more be- 
cause the French and Italian governments be- 
tween them levy a toll of 2c per letter for the 
land transit of 1200 miles. We only charge, 
on the other hand, lc per letter for carrying 
the British-Anstralian mails from New York 
to San Francisco, & distance of 3000 miles. 

What is peculiarly exasperating under the 
existing arrangements is the fact that foreign 
mails are carried so cheaply by English mail 
steamers, that a Frenchman or German can 
send a letter to almost to every British depen- 
dency (except Canada) for half the fee exacted 
of an Englishman. One London mercantile 
house is said to have saved 86,500 a year by 
having its Eastern correspondence posted in 
France. Of course, sych discrimination against 
English trade in favor of commercial rivals 
excited indignation, and public opinion has 
lately found such peremtory expression that 
Mr. Goschen, the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, had agreed to reduce to colonial post- 
age charges to a uniform rate of 5c. This con- 
cession, far from satisfying the reformers, has 
only aroused a more vehement agitation for the 
penny, or 2c, rate. Americans are materially 
interested in this movement, because it isa 
fundamental feature of the programme that 
letters be sent to the United States at the same 
rate as to the colonies. Considering, indeed, 
that most of the Canadian mailsare forwarded 
by the way of New York, it would be absurd 
to charge 5c for a letter to New York, and only 
2c for a letter sent on hundreds of miles fur- 
ther to Montreal.

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The Growth of Cities. 
From the Iron Age. 


Although it is an observation made by every 
intelligent person, and although has been fre- 
quently commented upon, the tendency of the 
people to prefer city life is likely to be a fruit- 
ful source of discussion at an early date. 

One of the first deduction made from the 
statics of population, now attracting so much 
attention, is sure to relate to the growing per- 
centage of our population which dwel)js m the 
cities. Twenty-five towns, whose population 
is thus far reported, with 100,080 inhabitants 
and upward, show a total of 9,493,451 souls, 
against 6,435,447 souls in 1880. This is an in- 
crease of over 3,000,000, or 47 per cent, while 
the population of the whole country has 
grown but 23-6 percent. If we were in pos- 
sesion of the figures for all towns above 10,000 
inhabitants, the proportion would prove more 
startling still. It is well known, however, 
that in certain sections of the country the rural 
population has actually lessened in numbers, 
while in a good many other sections it has bare- 
ly held its own. 

It is probable that the next few months will 
bring many writers to the fore who deplore 
keenly that the temptations of city life draw 
from the country thousands only to be alien- 
ated from habits of thrift and earnest, honest 
work. It has become habitual with many to 
laud the virtues of village life. The vices of 
the towns are pictured in the blackest colors, 
and the degenerating tendencies are alluded to 
as constituting a serious threat to the commu- 
nity. There is cause for apprehension un- 
doubtedly. Many acareer is wrecked, and a 
good of misery grows out of the inabilit 
to resist temptation, and failure to gain a - 
tion of advantagein the s le for existence. 
But we feel convinced that the stimuluss of 
new ideas, the effect of greater surroun 
the impulse of more serious effort, more than 
outweigh, through the success they beget, the 
losses due to failure.

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THE COUNTIES’ CENSUS 


THAN TWENTY ENUMERA- 
TORS STILL AT WORK, 


MORE 


The Amazing Increase of Population and 
Improvements in the Country—A Half 
Million People Counted. 


The census still goes on. 

And there is nota busier office in Atlanta 
than that of Colonel J. H, Thibadeau, super- 
yisor of this district. 

There are today three enumerators at work 
jn Fulton county and about twenty in the en- 
tire district. 

They will be in the fie!d, perhaps, until after 
the first of August, as there are some districts 
yet that have barely been touched by the 
count. 

One characterizing feature of the census in 
the counties is that all of them are showing 
surprising increases over the census statistics 

» of 1850. 

It will be remembered that the county enu- 
merators were given thirty days in which to 
finish up their work, and it was thought: at 
the time that they would all easily finish 
making the estimations within half the time. 

They have now been at work nearly sixty 
days, ‘and still their work is anything but 
completed. 

HOW THE DISTRICT SHOWS UP. 

There are twenty clerks hard at work now 
in the census office, and they work from early 
morning until late at night. 

Supervisor Thibadeau says the census was a 
much bigger thing than he at first expected, 
and it will be several months before the final 
report of the entire district is sent to Washing- 
ton. 

“What will your district show in total popu- 
Sation ?”’ was asked. 

“There will be neariy a half miliion counted 
in this census district, whichis a great increase 
over the last count. This is the largest dis- 
trict of all the six census districts in Georgia, 
and it is going to show the best per cént of in- 
crease, I think, than any other.”’ 

“How do the country districts turn up?’ he 
was asked yesterday. 

-“Splendidly. Iam amazed at the wonder- 
ful increase of population throughout the dis- 
trict, as well as atthe large number of pro- 

. ductive industries that have been established 
since the last census. 

“Sone of the country regions will double 
their population as given by the census of ’80.” 

“What part of the district seems to have 
experienced the greatest increase over the last 
census ?”’ 

“Well, it seems from the returns that the 
northern counties will have the best showing. 
These little towns that are being built up in 
the mountainous regions by new railroads are 
adding greatly to the population of the north- 
ern part of the state.” 


ALLEN TAKEN TO JAIL. 


A Writ of Lunacy Sworn Out and He is 
Judged Insane. 

Gus Allen, the young man who became de- 
mented Thursday morning, was adjudged a 
lanatic yesterday morning by a jury em- 
paneled to investigate his condition.

The jury 
reached its decision without taking the unfor- 
tunate young man from his cell. 

After his trial Allen was removed tothe 
county jail, there to remain until room can be 
secured for him at the asylum, 

It will be probably a week before he is taken 
to Milledgeville, said\Ordinary Calhoun, avho 
made out the commitment yesterday. 

Very little trouble was had in transferring 
“Allen from his cell at. the station house to 
jail. He was much quieter yesterday morn- 
ing, and was rational enough to recognize his 
sister, who has a great influence over him. 

After he had been let out of his cell into the 
eorridor, where Bailiff Williams was waiting 
for him, he becamea little excited when an 
effort was made to putthe handcuffs on his

A Letter Which Tells of a Kuropear Para- 
dise—Charley Hill and Sam Venable 
Hobnobbing With Royalty. 


The friends of Mr. Charley Hill, who; with. 
Mr. Sam Venable, is ‘“‘doing”’ Europe, speak 
most enthusiastically of the charming letters 
thoy receive from them. 

Through the kindness of Judge Richard H. 
Clark,. THE Constitutton is- permitted to re- 
produce some oxtracts from a recent letter. In 
a letter to Judge Clark, Mr. Hill writes: 

Bap GASTEIN, Austrian Hichlands, July 10, 1890. 
—The little town of Gastein, where we sojourn, 


nesties at the head of a valley which many think’ 


the most beautiful in Europe. Winding through 
the valley isariver of transparent clearness, and, 
swifter than the light. It has its source in the 


Alps, and falis from a precipice of dizzy height, 


im a volunve much greater than our Tallulah 
Falls, and with a roar which is 
deafening, and in which all other sonnds, 
whether of heaven or earth, are lost. On all sides 
are the Alps, whose tops are far above the clouda, 
and whose sides, as faras the eye can reach, are 
covered with snow .of spotless whiteness, and 
whose purity has never been stAined by contact 
with man. 

In this valley are old women and bine-eyed 
peasant girls and little children—the men are all 
in the army--making hay from the clover and 
sweet grass that grows so luxuriantly here. 
Around them are singing birds and beautiful 
flowers, and fields of wheat and barley which, ready 
for the reaper’s sickle wave, in the bright sunlight 
like burnished gold, .In this earthiy paradise 
spring is perpetual, while on the mowntains win- 
ter iseternal; andthe snows only yield to the 
brightest sunshine, in so far as to send, rushing 
down the mountain sides with an entrancing mu- 
Sic, which seems to say, “Drink ef us and thirst 
no more,” ten thouaand silver streams of water, 
pure and cold, and of Eden . fresh- 
ness. This piace was for many 
years the resortof the old Emperor William, of 
Germany, and its waters and pure airare said to 
have adkled many years-to his life. 

The emperor and empress of Austria, who have 
been here for more than a week past, left this 
morning. The emperor lived while here in a 
hotel, which is his personal property,and the 
empress lived in a beautiful villa, high up on 
the side of the mountain, almostin reach of the 
snow and overlooking the marvelous valley of 
which I have written. The walkson the side of 
the mountains .are through the sweet spruce 
pines, and are perfectly delightful. Sam Venable 
and inyself take them morning and 
evening and _ three times “ we have 
met the emperor face to _ face. Once 
he was accompanied by the ‘empress and their | 
daughter, 
her claim to the throne of Austria in order to 
marry the man of her choice. 

The emperor appears to be about sixty-five years 
of age, and has the bearing of a soldier. The em- 
preagé.is .a tall, graceful woman, and the arch- 
duchess is very sweet looking and modest in ap 
pearance. They fare three splendid walkers, as 
Sam and myself are ready to testify. We followed 
them at a short distance for more than @ mile over 
the mogntains, and we were completely winded, 
while they were perfectly fresh.

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R BILLS FOR CIGAR LIGHTERS 
Trick for Drammers Who Want 
to Appear Liberal, 


the New York Sun. 

A drammer for a large wholesale clothing 
youse has a trick which he says saves him a 
great deal of money. He has to go around with 
retailers in small country towns a great deal. 
He fnds that an amount of display and ex- 
¢ravagance is necessary in order to convince 
them of the standing and generous dealing of 
his house. This used to cost him a great deal 
of money in travelipg expenses. He was ex- 

ted to bear a great part of the expense of 
entertaining the men to whom he sold goods ; 
he had to buy them drinks and cigars and take 
them around. In the course of this he had to 
drink a good deal himself. He noticed that it 
was not so much the amount of money that he 
spent, but the show that he made with it which 
impressed them, and that it was more im por- 
tant to seem careless and generous than really 
to spend a great dea} efsponey. 

One night he was with (some retail clothiers 
and their friends drinkibg, He -had several 
ginal! bills in his pocket, ie had been drink- 
jing a good deal! himself, and in a reckless way 

. 1 ‘ ‘ »? “ . J 
pulled out a bill and lit a igar with it. With- 
out thinking he put out the light and stuck 
the burned remnant in his waistcoat pocket. 
He noticed how it impressed the men with 
whom he was. The bill did not amount to any 
gore than the price of a round of drinks or ci- 
gars, but it made the eyes of his customers 
open to think that a man should use money in 
such a reckless way. The next day, when he 
gobered up, he found the burned bill in his 
weket only one end had been burned. He 
thought le had made a fool of himself by 
throwing away good money. The idea occurred 
to him, however, that possibly he could take 
the bill around to the sub-treasury and get a 
new bill forit. 5o the next time he was in 
town he took the burned bill to the sub-treas- 
ury, Where it was readily exchanged for a new 
one. The bill had not been destroyed ; it was 
plain what its denomination, number and issue 
were, and he had no trouble in having it re- 

laced. ‘ : 

The idea became strong in his mind that he 
might do this ostentatious and reckless act 
without having to pay forit. So the next time 
he was out with several of his customers he 
bought a few rounds of drinks, and then began 
in a rockless and careless wat to burn up one 
anil two dollar bills. He took pains to put the 
bills back in his pocket, and not to burn up 
enough of any one bill to destroy its redeema- 
bie qualities. He also told his customers ex- 
travagant stories about the percentages his 
his‘house was paying him, how cheap, it was 
selling, and what liberal concessions he was 
making to get rid of the stock which his house 
had on hand. He found the trick worked ex- 
cellently.

Haines then yelled to Nott to come and 
ses the suake. Atthe sound of his voice the 
re} tile drew itself into the hole for a moment, 
but crawled out again and let nearly three feet 
oi its length hang down close to the bark by 
the time Nott got there. 

The bark peclers had a shotgun out in the 
Slashing and Nott went after it. Haines re- 
mained at the foot of the hemiock. While 
Nott was gone the snake wound its head end 
os the trunk and drew its tail from the 

idle, 
lower down and letits head drop, getting an- 
other hold with its head end as before, and 
then lowering its tail again. Seeing that the 
suake was coming down head over tail ata 
pretty fast clip, Haines grabbed a club and 
waited for it. When it had slid down toa point 
about as high as he could reached, Haines let 
fiy with the club, and the snake dropped and 
went to squirming around on the moss. Haines 
quickly smashed its head and stretched it ous 
straight, and then he found that he had killed 
a Uiacksnake that was eight feet and two 
incl.es long. The barkpeelers dragged the 
shake away from the tree and sat downona 
log. While they sat there a still larger black- 
snake crywled out of the bushes and started 
up the bee tree in a spiral course. There was 
a bulging spot in the reptile’s body just below 
its neck, and Nott ran up and banged away at 
the bulge when the snake was about twelve 
feet from the ground. It fell from the tree 
dead, Haines ripped open the bulge and took 
outa crushed chipmunk the snake bad evi- 
dently just swallowed. This snake was eight 
feet and ten inches long. 

Very few bees were going in and coming out 
of the hole in the tree, and the barkpeelers 
came to the conclusion that the blacksnakes 
had ruined the colony and that it was more 
than likely the snakes had a nest in the hol- 
low trunk. The hemlock was sound at the 
buit and as high as the men could reach with 
an axe, and there was no way for the snakes to 
reach the hollow part except from the outside. 
The barkpeelers resolyed to chop the tree 
down. Nott puta big charge of shot into the 
gun, and then they chopped the tree so that it 
felluphill. The moment it struck, Nott ran 
up and stuck his jacket into the hole, while 
Haines sounded the trunk all the way up. He 
fouid it to be hellow only four or five feet be- 
low the opening. Just above ithe bottom of 
the hollow he chopped out a big chip and laid 
bare alot of rotten heart and some honeycomb. 
Nott fired into the hole, and out popped five 
large blacksnakes. Each reptile had been well 
peppered with shot, and the men guickly 
clubbed and stamped them to death. Then 
Haines chopped the hollow bare on one side 
clear up to the original hole. They didn’t find 
any more snakes, but there was a big lot of 
comb inthe hollow, and very few bees, show- 
ing that a big colony of honey gatherers had 
dwelt in the tree before the snakes had 
taken possession.

THE STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, July 25.—The activity and buoy- 
wcy shown to a comparative degree in the stock 
market yesterday, and which were directly the re- 
sult of the expectation that the secretary of the 
treasury would be able to get all the bonds now 

wanted, disappeared today, and again dullness 
ani stagnation, relieved only by a few. sudden 
changes in some of the ‘specialties, prevailed. 
There were reports that considerable disappoint- 
ment was felt at Washington that the circular of 
the secretary had not brought out a larger number 
of bonds, but the acceptance of, over $6,000,000 
seems to or(linary minds a sufficiently large 
amount fora beginning, especialiy as that will re 
lease about $8,000,000. That there was disappoint- 
mont in Wall street that the market did not re- 
3pond more fully to such an event, 
doubt, and the fact thatit did not: is sufficient 
proof th: it the apathy and listlessness of the mar- 
ket at present are deep seated, and will take time 
to overcome. The prospects are regarded by the 
bulls as very favorable to the inauguration of a 
more active and higher market in the fall, and the 
fact that stocks do not come out in the dullness 
gives daily encouragement to the advocates of a 
higher ranze of values. The publication of a cir- 
eular from the trustees ofthe sugar eombination 
today cansed little or no movement in‘certificates, 
and the business done in them showed a marked 
falling off from that of yesterday. The width of 
fiuctuations were also on the.same limited scale 
as in the reguiar list, ana the price never got far 
away from 78. During the day bearish traders 
made a few feeble attacks upon certain stocks, 
and Atchisonand Lackawanna were more eon- 
spicnous, but the impression made extended to 
fractions only, and the movement was of short 
duration in either case.

Features .of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and. Provisions. 

CHICAGO, July -.25—Wheat—Trading -was very 
active, and the market excited within a decidedly 
higher range of prices. The opening was about 

1,a)4c higher than yesterday, and under. fair of- 
ferings prices.declined 44c, then rallied %c, or to 
92c for September, in which the most interest cen- 
ters; but from this -point- prices suddenly ad- 
vanced 2c with scarcely any trading, there being 
but little wheat on sale. This advance was fol- 


owed by anather upturn of Wa@%c. At 4c and 


above there was considerable wheat for sale, and 
the market ‘settled -back 2c, ruled irregular, and 
closed 44c higher for September and ‘%c higher 
for December than the closing figures of yester- 
day.

Corn—The hullish feeling that has .prevailed in 
this narket the past two days again manifested 
itself today, and astill further advance was estab- 
lished, though extreme prices were not main- 
tained. The volume of business was immense, 
price changes being sharp and: frequent, and the 
market was nervousand unsettled. The cause of 
the strength was the continued bad crop news, 
the advance in wheat andan active demand for 
cash property. The first trades were a shadé 
above the clozing prices of yesterday, with on 
market active and excited, . prices. sellin 
l@i',c, afterwards reacting ? 
and closed % @"ge better than yesterday: : 

Oats were active, the volume of business show- 
ing a decided increase. An unsettled feeling pre- 
vailed, and prices covered a range of 15, fiuctua- 
tions being sharp, and the average higher, The 
first sales were at 4c to 4c advance, and sold up 
144 « 154c for the new crop futures. The bulge was 


materially aesisted by that in wheatand corn. At: 


the advance offerings increased, and prices re- 
ceded %@ec, but ratlied Y4@%c; again became 
weak, and closed easy at 54@%e over yesterday’s 
close.
